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Personalities of Christmas II 


Luke 1:30, “And the angel said unto 
her, Fear not, Mary: for thou hast 
found favor with God.” 


Mary the mother of Jesus was God’s 
favorite woman. She had to be, to be 
entrusted with such a_ tremendous 
responsibility. To say that Mary was 
God’s favorite woman is not the same 
as saying that she was man’s favorite, 
too—but perhaps it was the very op- 
posite. Is it even possible to be at 
once God’s favorite and man’s favor- 
ite? I think not. At least no Biblical 
personality ever found it to be so, 
for the qualities that make one 
favored of God usually make one un- 
popular with man. This is because the 
favored ones of God live on a higher 
stratum of life than the common run 
of men—and to realize that they are 
surpassed infuriates them. 

Because Mary preferred the favor 
of God, it is highly improbable that 
she ever became the favorite of her 
contemporaries. When God sent His 
angel to proclaim His intentions to 
His handmaid, she was not found 
away from home in the company of 
the gay set of her day—she was in 
meditation on God’s bountiful good- 
ness. It would seem irreverent to even 
imagine that she was ever engaged 
to marry every young man who no- 
ticed her; but her life was already 
dedicated to matrimony with the old- 
er Joseph (see last week’s article), a 
carpenter of Galilee. No doubt sh2 
was adverse to the frivolous coquet- 
tishness that many girls used to win 
favor with the male gentry of their 
day. Mary did not seek the favor of 
men, and probably did not have it,

but the purity of her heart and mind 
won for her the attention and favor 
of God. Then what matter was it to 
her if she was not highly popular? 
What did it matter if she did not 
have a waiting list of suitors? She 
had found the favor of God! Her 
fame was not in the mouths of ribald 
men, in street-corner jesting—but her 
name was known in heaven and 
whispered among the angels. 


That God favors a girl of quiet and 
gentle mien is attested by the fact 
that He sought the mother of His 
Son in the sanctuary of her home, 
and not in some house of frolic. The 
capricious, flippant, giggling, light- 
headed type of girl is never a favorite 
in the court of heaven. Mary was a 
genuine saint of God. Her name is 
above the names of all other women; 
hers is an eternal popularity. “Favor 
is deceitful, and beauty is vain: but 
a woman that feareth the Lord, she 
shall be praised.” Man’s favor decays, 
but God’s favor is strength forever. 
“And the angel came in unto her, 
and said, Hail, thou art highly 
favored, the Lord is with thee: 
blessed art thou among women.” This, 
of course, does not mean, as some 
would have it, that blessings ema- 
nated from her to others, but, rather, 
that she had received a blessing far 
above that of any other woman, for 
she had been chosen to be the mother 
of Jesus Christ. 

Why was Mary so highly favored 
with God? What characteristics made 
her the favorite woman of God? 
There must have been a reason that 
He chose her body, her words, her 
character, her presence to be the nur- 
ture of His Son. Ah, what a beautiful, 
strong, spiritual woman she was! 
Virginity was not her only qualifi- 
cation, for there were numerous vir- 
gins in her day. “Many daughters 
have done virtuously, but thou excel- 
lest them all.” Her fear of God was 


not the sole cause for her selection— 
there were other virgins who feared 
God. Those basic principles will not 
be discussed here, because it was a 
deeper, finer character that caused 
her to excel the other maidens of her 
day. Nor can any girl attach her hope 
to these basic virtues today—to be 
highly favored of God, she must be 
just a little higher, a little deeper, a 
little broader in most things than the 
others around her. 


1. Faith 

One of the most striking qualities 
of Mary was her seemingly boundless 
faith. What Gabriel revealed to her 
was one of the most preposterous 
things she had ever heard; it was con- 
trary to évery semblance of reason: 
that she, a virgin, should bear a son 
while still a virgin. How? How can this 
thing be? If you can grasp it, Mary, 
it is simple enough, for “. . . the Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall overshadow 
thee.” That was enough for Mary! She 
believed that! Although she could not 
understand it, she believed it. The 
Holy Ghost shall come upon thee. That 
should be sufficient for us all. 

It so happened, Mary remembered, 
that her cousin Elizabeth was ex- 
periencing something much akin to 
this. She was older, her experience was 
older—what a source of faith and 
comfort she could be. So away to the 
hills fled Mary, to the side of Eliza- 
beth. One can well imagine the joy 
and ecstasy they shared: so much to 
discuss, so much to pray about, so 
many plans to make, so many 
hopes in their hearts, so much com- 
panionship each could offer the other. 
Two sons were to be born, called of 
God even before conception; one would 
foretell the other, Who in turn was to 
become the Saviour of Israel and the 
world. Mary did not, yea, could not, 
understand, but she did believe.

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ADMIRAL HALSEY ‘SHOCKS’ METHODISTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(AP)—The Methodist Board 
of Temperance came out fighting today at Adm. William 
F. (Bull) Halsey’s remark that “as a general rule, I never 
trust a fighting man who doesn’t smoke or drink.” 

“Shocking,” said the board. “Admiral Halsey’s unfortu- 
nate statement is exceedingly injurious to the Navy.” 

In a discussion that filled six newspaper columns of 
its publication “Clipsheet,” the Methodists declared: 

“Many of the greatest military men the world has pro- 
duced have been notably abstemious.” 

Among these non-drinkers, they said, were such fight- 
ing men as Sergeant York, Jimmy Doolittle, Robert E. 
Lee, Jeb Stuart and Stonewall Jackson, who “feared 
whisky more than bullets.” 

“Perhaps,” said the board, “the admiral would not 
‘trust’ these men.” 

The Methodists passed out their own verdict on whisky 
and fighting men: 

“Drinking frequently makes a man fight; it does it in 
thousands of saloons every day, but we have never known 
it to make anyone fight better.” 

The article was not signed. Deets Pickett edits the 
“Clipsheet” and Bishop Wilbur E. Hammaker is president 
of the board. In San Francisco, Halsey, who has retired 
from the Navy, said he had “no comment” on the article. 

The whole thing started with a series in the Saturday 
Evening Post. It was written by Halsey in collaboration 
with Lt. Comdr. J. Bryan III. 

In an article, the admiral says he never has “been con- 
vinced of the wisdom” of the order that barred liquor 
from Navy ships. 

“To a man who has just had a tense, hazardous flight 
or a wet watch,” said Halsey, “there is no substitute for 
a tot of sound spirits, as the royal navy well knows.” 

Because of this conviction, said Halsey, he ordered 100 
gallons of bourbon taken on for his pilots. 

“TI don’t remember,” he said, “if it ever was approved 
officially.” 

It seems so unreasonable that men who should be able 
to think in terms of protection of our nation should 
stoop so low as to endorse the drinking of intoxicating 
liquors among our soldiers. They know, and God knows, 
they can’t prove that drinking makes better soldiers. 

But I can’t understand either how our President, in 
the face of multiplied thousands of people literally starv- 
ing to death for lack of bread, could allow the distillers 
and brewers to use our grain—the life-saving food ele- 
ment—to make those health-destroying, home-wrecking, 
soul-damning liquors. It would be a thousand times better 
if the amount of grain were burned in a heap than for 
it to be made into intoxicants. We would lose the food 
value, which would mean the loss of thousands of lives, 
but we would save other thousands who otherwise would 
be cursed by the evil of the liquors. The burning, literally, 
would be no worse than that great destruction of grain 
and animals a few years ago by the order of the President. 
I don’t recommend the burning of the grain, but it should 
be used to save thousands and hundreds of thousands 


from death. 
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Consider Please consider some of the facts. In 1946, 
the the distillers and brewers used 4,229,114 
Facts bushels of rye, 823,948 bushels of wheat, 
2,792,785 bushels of rice, 287,029 bushels of 
barley grain, 85,537,152 bushels of malt (equivalent to 
77,761,047 bushels of barley) and 6,869,442 bushels of 
potatoes and among other things a total of approximate- 
ly 3,500,000 tons, and the total foodstuffs exported during 
the year ending with June, 1947, amounted to 18,600,000 
tons, according to the agricultural organization of the 
United Nations. 
Saved by Stopping “According to the latest esti- 
the Manufacture of mates made Sept. 1, 1947, corn 
Alcoholic Beverages will be short this year 230,000,000 
bushels, compared with the last 
ten-year average. A saving of grain is greatly needed. 
George W. Crabbe estimates that “the stoppage of the 
nonessential manufacture of alcoholic beverages would, 
therefore, supply nearly one-fifth of the food materials 
exported last year. Most of the food materials is capable 
for use for human consumption, or for feeding livestock 
and poultry, which are in themselves suppliers of food 
for human beings. ... A temporary cessation of distilling 
in the United States would work no lasting hardship 
even upon the consumers of liquor, since there are already 
on hand, according to the latest government reports, 
525,827,681 gallons of distilled spirits in bonded ware- 
houses. That is substantially the same as the quantity 
on hand at the outbreak of World War II. 

“Such administrative authority as now exists should 
be exercised for such food conservation, and Congress 
should supply promptly, through legislation and appro- 
priation, whatever aid is needed to effectuate such a 
program.” 

American A recent estimate of Dr. E. M. Jellinek, of 
Drinking Yale University, in a report of the trends 
Increasing in alcohol in the current Quarterly Journal 

Studies of Alcohol, gives the following: The 
number of American drinkers increased from 42,900,000 
in 1940 to 58,250,000 in 1945. In 1936, the first year when 
legitimate production of alcoholic beverages was sufficient 
to meet the demand, the consumption figures were 1.30 
gallons of distilled beverages, .64 of wine and 17.53 of 
beer, or a consumption of 1.40 gallons of alcohol. The 
figures have raised steadily since then, and in 1945 the 
average American drank 1.95 gallons of distilled spirits 
a year, 1.13 gallons of wine and 25.97 gallons of beer, or 
a total of 2.09 gallons of absolute alcohol. Dr. Jellinek 
estimated that the number of chronic alcoholics in the 
country in 1945 was approximately 720,000, to which he 
added 30,000 in the armed forces overseas, making a 
total of 750,000. 

This is, indeed, the number of a sizeable army, and it 
continues to grow. Murders committed by drinkers have 
multiplied. Cases of men sex-crazed by drink are at an 
all-time high. Our women are not safe on the streets 
or in their homes. Someone will have to answer for this 
and how can the leaders escape who are responsible for the 
present condition of affairs by having brought about the 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment? They will have 
much to answer for at the judgment bar of God.

1. MARRIAGE INSTITUTED 

“And the Lord God said, It is not 
good that the man should be alone; 
I will make him an help meet for 
him,” Genesis 2:18. 

So far as can be determined by the 
Bible and history, God Himself per- 
formed only one marriage ceremony, 


Hebrews 


that of Adam and Eve. The responsi-’ 


bility of carrying out the marriage 
law was immediately transferred to 
the civil government. No doubt, Adim, 
the great head of the civil govern- 
ment, performed the second marriage 
ceremony, that of his eldest son, Cain. 
Although Cain was a_ desperate, 
notorious sinner, God allowed him a 
wife. Cain was married to this woman 
according to the divine law of mar- 
riage, and in God’s sight he was 
married. 

The civil government has had 
charge of the marriage law since the 
day of Adam. When a man gets mar- 
ried under the rules and regulations 
of civil government, even though he 
is a pagan, heathen, he is married 
in God’s sight. When a heathen wom- 
an was saved under Paul’s preaching, 
he did not give her license to quit 
her unsaved husband and take up 
with another man. Neither did he say 
that their marriage was illegal, nor 
did he advise them to be remarried. 
So was the case of the man; the rule 
worked both ways. 

Peter, speaking to Christian women 
who had unsaved husbands, said, 
“Likewise, ye wives, be in subjection 
to your own husbands; that, if any 
obey not the word, they also may

without the word be won by the con- 
versation of the wives,” 1 Peter 3:1. 
Peter did not say to them, “You are 
mismatched, and if I were you I 
would quit the old ‘boodle’ and hunt 
up the man God made for me, a man 
that would take me to church and 
help me out in the battle.” Peter did 
not say, “Your marriage is illegal; God 
did not join you to the old quarreler.” 
He did not say, “Your marriage, under 
the rules and regulations of the civil 
government, is not recognized by 
God.” 
2. MARRIAGE HONORABLE 

Now let me show you, by the Word 
of God, that marriage is honorable to 
the saved and the unsaved. Paul said, 
“Marriage is honorable in all, and 
the bed undefiled: but whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge,” He- 
brews 13:4. You see, brethren, Paul 
was careful to insert the numeral 
adjective “all.” Marriage for all men, 
saved and unsaved, is honorable. He 
is careful, also, to show that a dis- 
honorable marriage will invoke God’s 
judgments upon the offender. When 
a man forsakes his wife and marries 
another, he is classed as a whore- 
monger, and he will soon or later 
feel the sting of God’s judgments. 


The most unreasonable thing ever 
heard of, is for a man to decide that 
he is mismatched, and that he is not 
married in God’s sight, and he is 
justified in leaving his wife; then, 
start anew to find the woman 
who was predestined for him before 
the foundation of the world. When 
the devil hoodwinks a man and draws 
him into such a gigantic delusion as 
this, he is a “gone gosling.” When a 
married man becomes infatuated with 
another woman, his passion leads him 
into folly and the devil leads him 
into extravagant hallucinations; be- 
ing thus “bamboozled” and befogged, 
he becomes affected with spiritual 
pathogeny. His~- morbid condition is 


incurable. Preachers sometimes fall 
into this unusual pathological con- 
dition. Then they begin to manu- 
facture a theory which justifies them 
in their sin; but their theory is gross- 
ly at variance with ordinary moral 
standards, it is extremely atrocious. 
When a man decides that he has 
made a mistake in his choice and 
concludes that he is justified in for- 
saking his wife and babies to go out 
in search for the woman God has 
made for him, he is deceived, blinded, 
and deluded. A man of this type, if 
he had the legal green light and the 
means that Solomon had, would mar- 
ry 700 wives and house 300 concubines. 


3. MARRIAGE TREATED BY CHRIST 


The following is the easy method 
to follow in marriage. Matthew 19:3- 
9: “The Pharisees also came unto 
him, tempting him, and saying unto 
him, Is it lawful for a man to put 
away his wife for every cause? And 
he answered and said unto them, 
Have ye not read, that he which made 
them at the beginning made them 
male and female, and said, For this 
cause shall a man leave father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his wife: 
and they twain shall be one flesh? 
Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What therefore God 
hath joined together, let not man put 
asunder. They say unto him, Why did 
Moses then command to give a writ- 
ing of divorcement, and to put her 
away? He saith unto them, Moses be- 
cause of the hardness of your hearts 
suffered you to put away your wives: 
but from the beginning it was not 
so. And I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall put away his wife, except it be 
for fornication, and shall marry an- 
other, committeth adultery: and who- 
so marrieth her which is put away 
doth commit adultery.” 

This is a special established form 
of systematic procedure. Go strictly 
by this orderly arrangement and you 
will keep your head above the stag- 
nated waters of adultery. Otherwise, 
the devil will souse you beneath the 
briny waters of whoredom. 


4. MARRIAGE OBLIGATIONS 

“And he answered and said unto 
them, Have ye not read, that he 
which made them at the beginning 
made them male and female, and 
said, For this cause shall a man leave 
his father and mother, and _ shall

Our Righteousness

Text: Jer. 23:5-8, “Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will raise 
unto David a righteous Branch, and a 
King shall reign and prosper, and shall 
execute judgment and justice in the 
earth. In his days Judah shall be 
saved, and Israel shall dwell safely: 
and this is his name whereby he shall 
be called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS. Therefore, behold, the 
days come, saith the Lord, that they 
shall no more say, The Lord liveth, 
which brought up the children of 
Israel out of the land of Egypt; but, 
The Lord liveth, which brought up 
and which led the seed of the house of 
Israel out of the north country, and 
from all countries whither I had driv- 
en them; and they shall dwell in their 
own land.” 


This is a millennium scripture; how- 
ever, I can see a spiritual parallel to it 
existing today in the kingdom of God. 
Many times we hear people make the 
remark, when referring to our Chris- 
tian faith, “You people claim you can 
heal the sick, and that you can do so- 
and-so.” This statement is erroneous. 
We know that according to Isa. 64:6, 
“... Our righteousnesses are as filthy 
rags,” individually speaking. Christ is 
our Christian righteousness. Our trust 
in His power, or our faith in His hear- 
ing our prayers and supplications, is 
what confuses these people. We do not 
claim to be able to heal people and, 
indeed, we are helpless to do anything 
without the Lord’s working through 
us. Jesus said, “For without me ye can 
do nothing.” His righteousness brings 
about all the good that is accom- 
plished in our lives. 

His righteous blood was spilled on 
Calvary to bring to us salvation. We, 
by faith in the righteousness of His 
blood, have accepted it; therefore, His 
blood being applied to our souls, we 
become righteous through Him. His 
blood was spilled on,Calvary for the 
salvation of the world, which means 
that all races and nations have access 
to His righteousness through that 
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blood. Salvation is first to the Jew and 
also to the Greek, but thanks be to 
God, it came even unto the Gentiles. 
Thus, all the world can be partakers 
of the righteousness of Christ, if all 
nations and races accept the condi- 
tions of Christ’s plan. 

Another attribute of His righteous- 
ness is His Holy Word.

I believe our righteousness is 
in God or the Trinity: Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. Thus, our righteous- 
ness in God is in proportion to the 
amount of the Spirit of God that we 
possess.

Says Local Pastor 


(Article taken from The Daily American, West Frankfort, Ill.) 


Rev. Phillips Sends Out Busses to 
Bring People in; Church Tops All 
in City 
A. G. Phillips lay on his deathbed 
in his Alabama home fifteen years 
ago. The attending physician shook 
his head and said there was no hope. 
But the “Lord never gave me up;” 
said the man for whom the last 
blessings had been offered. “He 
healed me and called me to the 
ministry.” Phillips, now forty-two, has 

been preaching ever since. 

Today Rev. Phillips is pastor of the 
Monroe Street Church of God, where 
church workers have responded to his 
policy of “bringing in everyone who 
doesn’t have a church to go to.” Now 
the little brown shingled church at 
the corner of South Monroe and Gar- 
land streets, which in January had 
an average Sunday School attendance 
of seventy-five each Sunday, is, at 
least from the standpoint of recent 
attendance marks, the most active 
church in the city. 

Other West Frankfort churches, 
which each week list their Sabbath 
morning attendance with the secre- 
tary of the Ministerial Alliance, have 
raised an eyebrow the past four Sun- 
days, three of which Phillips’ church 
has set the pace for others. Last Sun- 
day 372 attended church school serv- 
ices—an all-time high for the in- 
stitution and the leading mark in a 
city which boasts at least eight 
churches which have larger buildings, 
greater facilities. 

Sunday School Superintendent 
Walter Darnell has watched the 
church followers set attendance rec- 
ords each of the past four Sundays, 
surpassing in each instance the goal 
set for the day. The goal next Sun- 
day is 400, and Rev. Phillips is quick 
to point out, “There is no reason to 
believe we won’t make it.” 

The only problem facing the church 
leaders is where to put them all. A 
recent addition to the church, which 
seats 150 comfortably in its walled- 
off classrooms, is not quite finished, 
“but children were popping out the 
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windows before we got them all in 
last Sunday,” Preacher Phillips said. 

One teacher, Miss Wanda Sims, 
partially solved the problem in her 
class for twelve-year-old girls. She 
sent to her parents’ home near by and 
borrowed dining room chairs, enough 
to give everyone a seat. The class- 
room was built to provide seats for 
only twenty-eight. Thirty-five is 
closer to the average attendance. 

Even while volunteer workers put 
the finishing touches on the new an- 
nex, the Church of God membership 
is looking ahead to the day, not too 
far away, when the building must be 
enlarged to handle additional 
churchgoers. 

Meanwhile, Rev. Phillips says, 
church officials plan to negotiate for 
the rental of a hall in a building 
across the street, in which perhaps 
a men’s class could be held. “We may 
have to hold one class in the living 
room of the parsonage,” he said. 

The story of the meteoric rise in 
church school attendance is due al- 
most wholly to the pastor, who de- 
livered his first sermon to the Monroe 
Church of God congregation last 
January 5. His prescription was hard 
work and he thankfully says church 
workers have adhered to its present 
successful prosecution. 

“We just began boosting the at- 


tendance by working and talking the 
gospel,” Rev. Phillips said. “By Febru- 
ary, the Sunday attendance showed 
a decided improvement. Later, work- 
ers made house-to-house canvasses.” 

Reverend Phillips told his congre- 
gation many times that “somebody 
is sitting down on the job, when only 
slightly more than 2,000 people of our 
city’s 13,000 population are in church. 
Church members aren’t doing much. 
Somebody is failing.” 

The Church of God minister admits 
he may be “commercializing a little 
bit” when he sends out two rented 
busses each Sunday morning to bring 
in the people who “otherwise might 
not make it.” But he points out the 
practice, inaugurated several weeks 
ago, is worth its cost since it brings 
in about 100 more each week. 

Each bus makes a single trip. One 
follows a regular route through the 
east section of the city; the other goes 
all the way to Orient. Each Friday 
Rev. Phillips gets into his automobile 
and drives over the route each of 
his two busses will take the follow- 
ing Sunday, reminding the “regulars” 
of the time the “Sunday School Spe- 
cial” will be around and inviting new 
persons. 

“If we had the building to accom- 
modate them,” Rev. Phillips believes, 
“we could bring in 1,000 for services 
each Sunday. 

“I am positive that any church can 
build its attendance and membership 
as we have done,” the pastor declares. 
“It just requires that you stay on the 
job. You can’t hunt and fish and 
vacation if you expect your church 
to grow. It’s a 365-day-a-year job.” 

That’s how many days Reverend 
Phillips is devoting to his.

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C. T. FURMAN JOINS HEROES OF FAITH IN GLORY 
By J. Stewart Brinsfield 


“He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bringing 
his sheaves with him.” 

It has been more than thirty years 
since C. T. Furman and Thomas 
Pullin left western Pennsylvania in 
quest of souls in distant Guatemala. 
These stouthearted men were young 
and in the midst of their secular 
careers in the homeland when the 
call of God came with such impact 
upon them as to be irresistible. Nei- 
ther of these men at that time were 
married. However, Brother Furman 
was married to the woman whom he 
has affectionately called “Carrie” for 
more than twenty-five years in the 
course of his responsibilities on the 
field, she serving as a missionary 
there also. It was not until their first 
furlough that Brother. Pullin married 
a boyhood friend of his in Pennsyl- 
vania. Together these couples have 
pioneered the work of the Church of 
God in the Republic of Guatemala. 

Brother Furman was a quiet, re- 
tiring, and unobtrusive character in 
all his activities, but I know of no 
man who has had a more profound 
influence for Christ among the In- 
dians of Guatemala than this self- 
effacing, humble, Spirit-filled serv- 
ant of Christ. For years it seemed 
that little progress was being made. 
It was hard for the missionaries to 
make the desired impression upon the 
red men of rugged Guatemala. The 
great love and compassion that had 
constrained C. T. Furman to go to 
Guatemala in the beginning, finally 
prevailed. That love which he so 
bountifully exemplified was adequate 
to hurdle the difficulties that were 
to be encountered in the strange cus- 
toms and superstitions of the people, 
the result being that many hundreds 
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of Guatemaltecans have enthusiasti- 
cally accepted the glorious gospel of 
salvation. They have followed the 
Lord in water baptism; their hearts 
have been cleansed by the blood of 
Christ; and a revival of Pentecostal 
power has resulted in hundreds of 
souls being baptized with the precious 
Holy Ghost. 

The annual conventions at Chuic- 
aca is an event of outstanding im- 
portance in the lives of the Indian 
people. Here they camp and feast on 
the good things of God for many 
days each year. It is an occasion of 
holy jubilee, a time of spiritual re- 
freshing and inspiration. Many peo- 
ple receive definite experiences from 
God, such as salvation, sanctification, 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, divine 
healing, and various benefits for 
which the hearts of men anxiously 
await. C. T. Furman has been the 
moderator and director of these con- 
ventions since their beginning several 
years ago. He has also been instru- 
mental in developing native talent so 
that among the native workers in 
that field are to be found some of 
the most potent Christian ministers 
in Central America. 

Brother Furman has not only 
served more than a quarter of a 
century in Guatemala, but he has 
also blazed the trail in South America, 
trudging courageously into’ the 
jungles, contacting tribes who had 
never before heard the gospel. He was 
a man who, even in his declining 
years, always manifested the spirit 
and vigor of youth. His insight into 
the problems and obligations was as 
keen and challenging when I visited 
with him last winter as it was a 
decade ago. He never accepted de- 
feat. His opinions were always 
honored and respected by those with 
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whom he worked. 

When that select company of pio- 
neer missionary soldiers receive their 
reward at the end of the way, “Don 
Carlos,” as he was tenderly called by 
the natives of Guatemala, will be 
among that number who have served 
and served well. Our hearts are sad- 
dened by his passing, for as the rays 
of the morning sun stole over the 
silent mountain peaks of the land 
that he loved, early Saturday morn- 
ing, November 8, so the militant soul 
arose and winged its way to that land 
of perennial glory. His request that 
his body be placed in a native ceme- 
tery to sleep in the dust among those 
with whom he labored was granted. 
The unwavering devotion of the peo- 
ple where he lived was so beautifully 
expressed when the town was draped 
in mourning. Perhaps he never knew 
just how much his life had meant 
to those people, and I can’t help but 
hope that his great soul was per- 
mitted to look over the battlements 
of paradise and behold the love, re- 
spect, and sympathy of those for 
whom he had given the best part of 
his life. 

We are proud of the service that 
has been rendered by this loyal and 
untiring worker. It proves to us again 
that the words spoken by the psalmist 
David are true. Brother Furman went 
forth weeping; his path was sprinkled 
with his tears; his efforts were at- 
tended by a sigh and a heart throb, 
for he put his all into his service 
of love. Certainly, he shall come again 
with rejoicing, bringing the sheaves, 
the trophies of the battle, to lay at 
the Saviour’s feet.

2. Praise 

Mary’s ability to effectually praise 
God is a worthy guage of her deep 
piety. Her Magnificat is one of the 
most sublime portions in the Scrip- 
ture. Read her words of praise in Luke 
1:46-55, if you want to discover one 
of the most beautiful passages in all 
literature. What spiritual passion must 
have possessed her as she poured out 
her heart before the household of 
Zachariah. None but the purest hearts 
could give such genuine adoration and 
worship. The heart of Mary praised 
God. 

3. Discretion 

After three months, Mary went 
quietly home—no fanfare, no whisper- 
ing of secrets, no self-claimed virtue 
and honor. She did not even share her 
glorious secret with Joseph her spouse. 
Perhaps Mary could have spared him 
many days of anguish with one hour’s 
conversation and confidence—but dis- 
cretion was too much a part of her 
for any secrets to be told. If it was 
so that “as a jewel of gold in a swine’s 
snout, so is a fair woman which is 
without discretion,” Mary determined 
that such would never be her case. 
Some seem to think that -any true 
thing is legitimate fare for gossip, but 
there are many true facts best not 
discussed or divulged. How noble are 
they that have the judgment to know 
when to speak and when to keep si- 
lence. Proverbs 29:11, “A fool uttereth 
all his mind, but a wise man keepeth 
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it till afterwards.” Remember that 
verse, you who never have a secret, 
you who think it a virtue to say just 
what you think, you who think any- 
thing true is fair field for your ban- 
dying chatter. God’s favorite woman 
cannot be a gem in a hog’s snout! 


4. Meditation 

Like another Mary (she of Bethany), 
the woman chosen to be the mother 
of our Lord spent much of her time 
in reverent meditation and musing on 
God’s righteousness, Person, and Word. 
Religion to her was not a perfunctory 
task to be performed regularly, but it 
was an inner experience that never 
grew old, that never relaxed hold on 
her heart and mind. “But Mary kept 
all these things, and pondered them 
in her heart.” Still quiet and reticent; 
she mused within her own heart and 
confided to her own spirit the won- 
drous grace of God. 


Twelve years later, her son now old 
enough to make the pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem and to discourse with the 
rabbis, she still kept these things in 
her heart. His words disturbed her. 
Such words of expected knowledge as, 
“Wist ye not that I must be about my 
Father’s business?” Her son’s words 
were pondered in her heart, and she 
noted the supreme wisdom they con- 
tained. Her respect for Him increased 
as He grew older. She listened to Him 
and noted His words in her heart. 
God’s favorite woman was, and is, able 
to say, “Thy word have I hid in my 
heart, that I might not sin against 
thee.” 


5. Obedience 

When the friends of Mary needed 
additional wine at the marriage in 
Cana, she knew just the One to help 
the situation. Her advice was, “What- 
soever he saith unto you, do it.” Her 
son had grown up. Knowing Him to be 
the Son of God, she gave Him the 
same obedience she had always given 
the Father. Jesus Himself asserted in 
Luke 11:27, 28, that to obey God is a 
greater thing with God than to have 
borne the Son of God. 

6. Good Mother 

Mary was the perfect mother. God 
was able to see that before He chose 
her to mother His Son. Jesus remained 
her little one throughout His lifetime, 
and her attitude toward Him was al- 
ways one of affection and care. The 
protective instinct of motherhood nev- 
er departed from her, even after the 
recognition of her son as the all- 
powerful Anointed One of God. Once 
when she feared for His safety, she 
went with His brothers into the streets 
to search for Him and lead Him to 
safety. Her heart pined for His near- 
ness and her soul suffered for His 
welfare. She was a mother in the 
highest sense of the term. 

The pain of heart and soul she en- 
dured: at the crucifixion of Jesus is 
indescribable. She compelled her aged, 
spent body to follow the infamous pro- 
cession that prodded Him onward to 
His death. On and on she ran, groan- 
ing at every step for her son. How 
gladly she would have substituted her 
frail, joyless body on that cross so that 
He might not suffer so. With perfect 
love she could have felt the spikes 
pierce her hands and have the thorny 
crown mat her locks—if ‘that would 
spare Him. To the very end she was 
a perfect mother. 


7. Constancy 

Tc me, the stedfastness of Mary was 
perhaps her greatest virtue. She held 
on; she stayed, not only when the 
warm winds of eager youth were blow- 
ing, but through blasting tempests of 
hopelessness and despair, and finally 
through the doldrums of loneliness, of 
weakness, of helplessness. No up-and- 
down experience was in her heart, no 
vicissitudes ever occurred in her 
spiritual life. After the cruel death of 
her son, most mothers would have 
quit, or, at least, ceased an active 
part in religious work. But not con- 
stant Mary. On the day of Pentecost 
she was still with the followers of her 
son. Acts 1:14, “These all continued

MARKED TREE, Ark.—About the 
20th of September, the church at 
Marked Tree decided they needed a 
new building. Plans were made im- 
mediately to raise the money to build. 

A home-coming day was announced 
for November 2, the first Sunday in 
November. Each family was ex- 
pected to bring a family offering to 
apply on the building.

Of course, this is not a new 
plan at all, since it has been used 
many times; however, we find it is 
easier to ask our friends and relatives 
for a donation in this way, rather 
than just ask a person for a dollar.

At the end of four weeks, the 
squares were brought together and 
the quilt was quilted by volunteers. 

In spite of the bad weather, the 
home-coming was well attended on 
November 2. 

We were especially blessed to have 
with us Rev. M. B. Norris and his 
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family for this service. Other visiting 
ministers were Rev. G. W. Tingle, pas- 
tor of the Church of God in Lepanto; 
Rev. Golden Griffin, district overseer 
of the Forrest City District; Rev. R. E. 
Shaw, district overseer of the Bur- 
dette District; Rev. Fred Ellis and his 
string band from the Riverview 
Church; Rev. H. T. Dawson, pastor 
of Nettleton. It was a delight to have 
Brother Clayton, pastor of the As- 
sembly of God Church in Lepanto; 
and Brother Harvey and Brother 
Richardson, both ministers in the 
Pentecostal Church, in Earle and 
Terrell, who helped to make this serv- 
ice a success.

shall be one flesh?” Matthew 19:4, 5. 
“For the woman which hath an hus- 
band is bound by the law to her 
husband so long as he liveth; but if 
the husband be dead, she is loosed 
from the law of her husband,” Ro- 
mans 7:2. “What? know ye not that 
he which is joined to an harlot is 
one body? for two, saith he, shall be 
one flesh,” 1 Corinthians 6:16. “And 
unto the married I command, yet not 
I, but the Lord, let not the wife de- 
part from her husband,” 1 Corin- 
thians 7:10. “For this cause shall a 
man leave his father and mother, 
and shall be joined unto his wife, 
and they two shall be one flesh,” 
Ephesians 5:31. 

The above Scriptures plainly en- 
join the marriage obligations. Not one 
iota of excuse for deviation from this 
plain path! Therefore, I conclude 
with a challenge to any religious or- 
der in Dalton, or elsewhere, for a de- 
bate on the..above named subject.

ren.” She was still there. Regardless 
of the shock of seeing Jesus crucified, 
her stout heart kept beating for God. 

And so it was with God’s favorite 
woman. Hers was a beautiful, un- 
blemished, exemplary life. It is highly 
improbable that she lived long after 
the day of Pentecost, but the last pic- 
ture we see of her is one of unexcelled 
strength and determination—waiting, 
waiting, waiting for the promise her 
son had left His disciples. It is a pity 
that the life story of one so precious 
as Mary should become encumbered 
with unnecessary and _ unscriptural 
legends and myths—suppositions and 
fabrications that rob her of her warm 
humanness and realness. The devotees 
of Mariolatry would place her equal 
with the mighty Son of God she bore. 
That is wasted effort, for nothing they 
can invent would ever make her equal 
to Him, and her life needs no further 
embellishment to make her one of the 
greatest persons to ever live. 

We do not know when she died. 
But let us leave her where the Bible 
leaves her: in the upper room, waiting 
for the Holy Ghost, waiting with an 
expectancy that was perhaps similar 
to that of thirty-odd years before, 
when she waited for Jesus to be 
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formed in her life and body. We find 
God’s favorite woman waiting, and we 
leave her waiting—each time for the 
promise of God to possess and occupy 
her stout heart and pure body.

terprise or soul-winning, in which 
this man of God was engaged, are 
humbled when we think that we shall 
share in the bounty and glory of the 
reward at the end of the way. Our 
work has suffered a terrific loss. Sis- 
ter Furman has sustained a shock 
and a great loss. She now looks for- 
ward with yearning anticipation to 
a day of reunion. : Their adopted 
daughter, Carolyn, has had an ad- 
vantage which few Indian children 
can ever know. Her memory of her 
foster father will be a memory of a 
hero of the faith, an ardent devotee 
to that highest and noblest of all 
causes, the gospel of Jesus Christ, and 

the business of soul-saving. 

To Sister Furman, to Carolyn, to 
the other missionaries on the field, 
as well as to that great host of friends 
in Guatemala, we say we sorrow not 
as those who have no hope, for we 
know that the trump of God shall 
sound, and the dead in Christ shall 
be raised incorruptible, and we shall 
be changed. And to all, we say that 
the best way we can possibly show 
our love for Brother Furman is to 
loyally and energetically extend the 
gospel of salvation to every man of 
every tribe of Guatemala. That was 
the great motivating power of his 
soul. God allowed him to live to see 
tremendous mo- 
mentum. May the spirit and great 
enthusiasm of this man of God prove 
to be an incentive to all who at- 
tempt to carry on where he has 
rested. 

“Yea, thus saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labours; 
and their works do follow them.” 

The following excerpts are taken 
from a letter addressed to me by 
Brother and Sister Carroll, mission- 
aries to Guatemala: 

“Brother Furman’s death was a 
great shock and a terrible loss. to us 
all. He died of heart fatigue. The first 
time we were up to see him, when 
we sent the first cable, he was very 
ill, but seemed some better when we 
left. We had to go to the coast, down 
toward San Jose, to attend a con- 
ference and to hold a much-needed 
workers’ meeting, so we planned to 
bring him to Guatemala as soon as 
we returned, since he was too weak 
to be moved then. On our return we 
received an urgent telegram from 
Sister Furman that he was dying. We 
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arrived in Quezaltenango about 5 
o’clock; he died at 3:35 that morning. 
I shall never forget his patience, his 
thoughtfulness, his quiet courage, 
and his unswerving faith during 
those last terrible hours. We could 
hardly stand to watch him suffer as 
he did. It seemed that he not only 
was in physical agony, but was fight- 
ing a last and terrible battle with 
Satan himself. I would like to tell 
you how it was, but it would sound 
unbelievable to someone who was not 
actually there. It is enough to say it 
was a dark, terrible, and fearful night 
in which we could not even pray. 
Brother Furman kept saying, up until 
he could not speak at all, ‘Dear Lord, 
how long, how long?’ However, at 
3:35, when the Lord took him, there 
came to us such a wonderful feeling 
of triumph, of the last great victory 
won, that even while Manuel, the 
only other person with us, and Luther 
washed and dressed him they shouted, 
‘Hallelujah,’ and it seemed that we 
could almost hear the reception he 
received in heaven. 

“He was buried from Totonicapan 
and had the largest funeral ever wit- 
nessed in those parts. There were ap- 
proximately 3,000 people there. The 
entire town turned out, closed all the 
stores, decorated the church beauti- 
fully. The funeral procession stretched 
for so many blocks one could not see 
it all at the same time. Directly in 
front of the casket walked a great 
group of little children carrying 
beautiful flowers; at the sides walked 
a double row of men carrying crowns 
of flowers; we walked with Sister Fur- 
man directly behind the casket, and 
the crowd followed us. Brother Fur- 
man’s last instructions included that 
the workers carry his body. Just as 
the procession turned to enter the 
gates of the cemetery, a large group 
of the young people he loved so well 


began singing from within the gates, 
‘Mas Alla Del Sol.’ It was beautiful. 
We could not help crying, but we 
were not sorrowing as others, but 
were glad he had gone ‘far beyond 
the sun,’ had fought his last battle, 
had gone to meet the Lord he loved 
so passionately. We remembered his 
words to us as we walked into his 
room just after we arrived in Quezal- 
tenango. All day long he had asked 
for ‘his kids,’ meaning Luther and 
me, and for ‘Tom and Flora.’ He 
looked at us and said, ‘You’ve come 
in time to see the end of an old 
warrior.’ We said, ‘No, Truman, you 
can’t leave us now.’ He lifted his hand 
and said, ‘You shouldn’t feel sad, this 
is a time of rejoicing.’ Everyone loved 
Brother Furman dearly and he loved 
everyone dearly. Old and young, rich 
and poor, weaver and lawyer, Indian 
and Ladino met at his casket, and 
deep in my heart I cried, ‘Lord, give 
us missionaries like Brother Fur- 
man!’”
